@ TIME WAS, AND NOT SO LONG AGO, WHEN THERE WERE SO MANY COVERED BRIDGES 
in New England that they were part of the countryman’s vocabulary. New Hampshire 
alone had more than two hundred of them, and when a thoughtless youngster left the 
kitchen door ajar, father's reprimand usually was, “Were you reared in a covered 
bridge 4 . 

Oddly enough, this old saying went unchallenged until 1909. In that year a native 
of Webster, New Hampshire, achieved some small national fame—including a men 
tion in Ripley's “Believe it or Not” column—by setting up housekeeping in a cov 
ered bridge. Actually, the only thing hard to believe is that nobody had thought of it 
earlier 

The Webster bridge-house once spanned the Blackwater River at Swett’s Mills. I 
was condemned for traffic in 1909, thereby reverting to the Pearson family which had 
owned it originally. Miss Jessie Pearson hired men and teams to haul the old structur« 
to a hilltop one mile distant, then set about to remodel it as a summer cottage 

Not much remodeling was necessary. Miss Jessie added a fieldstone fireplace and 
chimney against one side, the open portals were framed and boarded, and a horizontal 
partition was added to provide second-story sleeping = 

Used for many years as a summer home, the covered bridge house was finally abar 
doned. It is now owned by a Massachusetts man. The field in which it stands is over 
grown with brushwood, and the building itself is deteriorating, but it is likely that the 
basic structure will stand for another half pena By ge bridges were built to last 


Sightseers and prospective bridge-dwellers may find it by turning off Route 127 south 


of Webster on the unnumbered highway leading to the Blackwater Flood Control 
Dam. The bridge-house is just visible from this road, and is reached via the first dir 
road to the right after passing the dam by DAN Forp 


The print below, made from an old glass negative, shows a bridge which spanned the 
Blackwater River at “Cilleyville” in earlier days. Cilleyville, it seems, bas disap 
peared from modern maps, but this could very well be the bridge to which this article 
refers.

Hampshire, the road passed Santa's Vill 
age. Santa wasn't there, having taken off 
no doubt, with his busy season coming up 
for his northern residence, but he'd left 
some of his reindeer behind (for spares, 
perhaps?) and they were most happy to 
let us take their pictures.

r her flourishing business. Her workshop 
s a tiny old house on Tucker Street in 
Marblehead, Massachusetts. There she and 
two assistants finish all the dolls by hand 
two other women sew on doll wardrobes at 
home. The turned-hardwood bodies are put 
together with screw eyes anchored int 
place, so that legs and arms are movable 
A paint brush gives each “Polly” a pretty 
face, black chignon, and slippers. A tiny 
red heart is painted in its proper place 

Then “Polly” is ready to be dressed in a 
handmade gown of old-fashioned percale 
trimmed with lace, over underpinnings 
which include a chemise, pantalettes, and 
petticoat. The entire outfit is removable 
Her wooden brothers, “Ben,” and “Jona 
than,” wear corduroy trousers and gingham 
shirts; “Ben’ adds a yellow slicker 
sou'wester, and boots 

Mrs. Copithorne began to experiment 
with making wooden dolls about six years 
ago, when her husband acquired wood-work 
ing machinery. She had studied art and had 
painted, and had always loved to make rag 
dolls.
